Whilst the 
latter noise is going on tho bird is, as it were, completely entranced, and totall ¥ 
insonsible ; but when the knocking sound begins again, great caution must bo 
used in approaching him, as he is then on the qui vive. The best plan is to 
watch for an op nity to ran in when the hissing is going on, and to stand 
atock still, or get behind a tree, if possible, as soon as this is over, By acaroful 
observation of these rules they may be approached at very close quarters, and 
thus an interesting phenomenon in natural history he witnessed. Unfortu- 
nately numbers oft em fall victine at this season to the pascher, who, like his 
brethren in all parta of the world, is well pequainted with tho habits and 
customs of birds, It is even said that the hens, when they perceive any danger 
approaching, will keep flying round and round to try and warn the male bird; 
andif that does not succeed, will even knock their entranced Jord off his 
perch to bring him to a sense of tho peril he is oxposed to.—Sports in Norway.

For their trip to New 
Zealand they were to receive £3,500 and X's, and the New Zealanders’ sub- 
scriptions were “flocking in at the rate of £100 per diem." Other matches 
would, no doubt, have been aubsequently made, and equally doubtless was it 
that a warm-hearted, hospitable welcome has been given to Old England's 
band of brilliants, news of whose arrival out will be due in London by 
February 12, This news is anxiously awaited in the old country; meanwhile, 
we trust our Antipodean cousins are receiving some very fine and long 
practical lessons in fielding from Tux Exauisa TweEtve.

laxity and lubrication necessary to the free action of the erma. and, of conse- 
quence, to the direct and effective delivery cf blows, Bene ‘thas “rm 
bound,” a3 ono of our loval correspondents amply terma it, the poor fellow 
absoluicly wa. daprived of all hitting power, and ‘py very instinct, when he 
found King's loose, darting blows getting easily within his own cramped anil 
concentric pushes, he rushed in and depanded on the hung, What, therefore, 
would haye bagn discreditable, could he hye reached King with hia tist, as he 
might.of ola, was justifiable, nay, even brave, when it became the only mean 
left, of contending atwhbornly against his man. 
Now, how did it happen, that McDonald, who trained Heenan, who was the 
preceptor of his preparation, the guardian of his health, the coustant comrade

of his waking hours, and the keen observer of his exercises, had not found 
out what King anii his seconds so soon discovered,’and what Drs, Clarke and 
Tasner immediately noticed, when they saw him, on the evening of the fight ? 
All the British papers, without exception, while wondering at Heenan's 
muscular development, represented him as looking stale and worn. Bell's Life 
said he appeared tan years older than he was; yet McDonald, as if he had 
some motive in stimulating the odds, as well on this side the Atlantic as on 
the other, writes to America, on December 7th, that “John never was so well, 
and I think he cannot lose.” Bat the truth was, John was never so badly off. 
He could neither hit nor stop. From the finest and most alert athlete on earth, 
he hed been cramped more clumsily than that mere butcher's block, Sam 
Hurst, and it is our serious conviction that McDonald could not have been 
ignorant of what instantly became patent to every person else. 

he given him, in his practice, # man of King’s size and reach to 
spar with, Heenan must himself have found this out—provided such man 
acted in good faith—but if he did not, he certainly betrayed him. There sro 
many who, astounded by Heenan’s inexplicable tactics, and who could not 


understand why such a master of the pugilistic art refused to hit, gaye way tO _ 


the opinion that he sold the fight; there are thousands of that opinion still; 
but those men do not know John Heenan. With all his faults, he is incapable 
of such deliberate perfidy to his personal supporters; and, moreover, from 
what we know of his nature, we have no hesitation in saying that no tempta- 
tion in the way of money could have been made adequate to the mortification 
of defeat. With Jack McDonald, however, the case is somewhat different; and, 
when we find sonators and Ministers of Staté accessible to corruption, it is no 
stretch of the probabilities to logk with suspicion on a pugilistic trainer. At 
least, it is more natural to suspest this tricky, avaricious, un-sentimental 
Scotchman than itis toimpute such an absurd mueontn to Heenan. 
may bs said that McDonald was true in the first fight with ayers; bat it was 
his interest to be so, for the odds were then in favour of hia winning; and itis 
certain that, even in that fight, he kept back his man, and long imperilled the 
result, in order to make sure of certain personal bets that ‘the fight would 
extend beyond the period of an hour. 
Whatever may be said in his behalf, by persons friendly to McDonald, there 
isons great fact that constantly presents itself against him. He is a most 
capable trainer, proven so # s¢6re of times, and never more completely than 
by the affair at Paruboro'; yet in this latter caso hé produced Heenan to con- 
tend for millions, in a condition which cxery body. saw was wretched, and 
which almost left him helpless from the start. It was evident, moreover, thet 
Heenan had never been pivpely, tested so as to be undecelved himself, and 
that the odds, supported by McDonald’s word, were thus eeu stiffly up to the 
very hour of the fight. Under these circumstances, and with enough monsy
